In 1907 a Russian 
scientific expedition, led by Professor 
Kosloy, set out with the purpose of scarch- 
ing for the city, The task was difficult, 
because the nomadic tribes in the region 
were suspicious of strangers and slow to 
give information. When the Russian ex- 
ploring party, approached Kara-Khoto 
with their Mongolian guidx they were

had preserved the city’s walls and monu- 
riety, over a period of many centuries.

AN ANCIENT LIBRARY, * 

The streets and’ houses é6f Kara-Khoto 
have been’ largely obliterated by’ waves 
of-sand. But Kozlov’s party found many 
interesting memorials’ in thin Morgolian 
Pompeii. There were remains of Bud- 


F dhist temples and Mohomedan mosques. 


There wore packages of Chinese paper 
money, bearing grim inwriptions thresten- 
ing counterfolters with the loss of: thoir 
heads. There were silver ornaments and 
money,‘ carefully hidden away by the 
original owners, a 

“Ths ‘moet important discovery of all 
was & coné-shaped monument outside the 
city walls. In thig monument was a 
library of 2,000 books. written in seven 
Enstern languages. In the thirteenth or 
fourteenth contury the Chinese had sand 
out an army ‘to capture Kara-Khoto. 
For several years they besieged the city 
in vain. Then a Chinese engineer con- 
ceived the iden if cutting off the water 
supply.

SIGNS OF HIGH CULTURE. 

The Russians found in the’ monument 
many signs of high culture on the part 
of the former'inhabitants. Thero were 
books in (Persian. Arabié and Hindu 
script, as well as volumes in Méngolia 
and, Chinese. There was 2 collection of 
more than 300 sacred Buddhist pictures, 
painted on back-grounds of cloth and silk.-| 
There. wore many statues of Buddhist gods 
and goddesses. Tracca of former eanals 
were found in the city. . a ?

bers year by year. The younger and more 
rubust leave for ‘other-and mote ‘hospit-.
